WASHINGTON, December 27.—The court 
was densely packed. Upon reaching his seat 
Guiteau looked around smilingly and said: 
**T bad a nice Christmas dinner and hope ev- 
erybvody eise did. I had jots of fruits, flow- 
ers and lady visitors ard a good time.’? 

DR. A. E. M*DONALD, 
superintendent of Ward Island |Insane Asy- 
lum, testifiedithat during his practice he had 
6,00U cases of insanity, and had given special 
attention to the studyof insanity. Witness 
stated the difference between ‘‘deliusions”’ 
and *‘insane delusions,” the one being the 
subject of connection by judgment and the 
senses, the latter not being connectible 
and for that reason denominated 
‘insane delusions.” Also iliusions and 
nallucinations, giving illustrations from his 
own experience. He believed, judging from 
experience, the claim of inspiration fre- 
quently asserted by insane persons proceed- 
ed from a source of hallucination or insane 
delusion, affecting the senses. Witness was 
then asked if persons acting under the 
claim of ‘“‘inspiration’’ would _ indicate 
it in any other way than by their assertions, 
and replied, **Their actions and bebavior 
would ind:cate it as well as their assertions.’ 
To illustrate it, a person claiming to be Jesus 
Christ and acting under an _ inspiration 
clothed himseif like the Savior, gave away 
his property, and siept out of doors because 
the Savior had not where to lay his head. 
Witness was askedif sucha person would 
feel any apprehension of bodily injury, or 
would take any precautions to guarcd against 
danger. He replied, ‘“‘Inspiration al- 
ways overrides all fear of bodily 
pain or injury, and renders the person who 
believes he is acting under inspiration 
wholly oblivious to such considerations.” 
Witness was askedifsuch persons usually 
planned with deliberation, and fplied: 
‘‘On the contrary, their acts are sudden in 
both conception and execution as a rule, and 
they seldom try to avoid consequences if 
any.”?

Address of the President—Dr. Boyd’s 
Eloquent Speech—Proceedings 
at the Meeting. 


The fourth annual meeting of the Western 
Commercial Travelers’ Association was call- 
ed to order at 10:30 this morning in 
the ladies’ ordinary of the Lindell. 
Fully 300 gentlemen were in attendance, the 
ordinary being crowded with the: members. 
All the leading members of the association 
were in attendance and much interest was 
manifested. 

Mr. Chas. Simpson, the President, called 


McCianahan was appointed temporary 
seeretary, in. the absence of the regu- 
lar secretary. After a most elo- 
quent prayer by Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd, 
of the Second Baptis! Church, | 
PRESIDENT SIMPSON a 

delivered his annual address. Hesaid that 
the association was onafirm basis. The 
increase of membership during this year 
was 147, while the additions 
last year numbered 250, which showed a 
falling off ich ought to be remedied.

Mr. Simpson said that among the most im-

said Dr. Parr, ‘vou put in- 
to —_—iit all 1 know and. all 
ou don’t know, and,it will be complete.” 

he speaker said that if he could tell all the 
hearers knew and ail he did 
not know about commercial travelers, the 
remarks would be compiete. ‘**Times have 
much changed,” said Dr. Boyd, ‘*since I 
was running a cotton gin in the State of 
Maine. Then a man bought the cotton, 
attended the work and soid the product. 
Now, that is all done by brokerage, and as 
a necessity this great and prolific class 
of commercial travelers, vulgariy called 
‘drummers,’ has growh up. You 
are an essential elément of business, The 
merehants are not antagonisti- to you, and 
when business flourishes you flourish 
with it. The most beneficial feature 
of the association was the mu‘ual help one 
gavetothe other. This was wnat everybody 
required, and it was curious that any com- 
mercial traveler was .not a member. 
Then the Constitution requires good morals 
and a sound body, and in that way it stimu- 
lates men to a good life. 

‘(There are an infinite variety of drummers. 
The most conspicuous class, perhaps, 
is the young man oui on hia first trip on the 
road. who knows more than those who have 
bad years of experience. To such mena 
transposition of the sarcasm of 
Moore about the peacock well 
applies, that there is no better 
investment than to buy up one ofthese 
young drummers at the market price and 
sell bim at what he thinks he is worth. 
[Laughter.] There are four qualities nec- 
essary to the success of the drummer 
in life. These are wisdom, courage, tact 
and activity. All these are necessary. The 
first letters of 'these words are the same as 
those of the name of the Association— 
Western Commercial Travelers’ Association, 
which should keep them brightin the mem- 
ory.” Dr. Boyd closed with a few words of 
good advice, and sat down amid a storm of 
applause. 

On motion,the thanks of the association 
were extended to Rev. Dr. Boyd for his 
services, and he was requested to deliver a 
sermon before the association at any time he 
might select. 

After consultation with Dr. Bovd, Presi- 
dent Simpson announced that the sermon 
would be preached at the Second Baptist 
Church, on the evening of the second Sun- 
day in January. 

Col. A. W. Slayback had been waited upon 
to address the meeting, and had accepted 
the invitation, but whenthe time came he 
was persistently and mysteriously absent. 

Mr. W. D. McClanahan, a delegate to the 
Syracuse Convention, next delivered a short 
address, saying among other things that it 
was a base slander to charge upon men who 
were always busy vices and sins that 
only belong to the idle and vicious. Mr. 
McClanahan’s remarks were received with 
great applause. 

The proposed amendments to the consti- 
tution were then taken up and voted upon 
by ballot.

salesman in any legitimate whoie- 
sale or manufacturing business, 
or whose services may be needed by the as- 
sociation in an official capacity.

Captain Willard Glazier’s Trip 


Down the Mississipipi. 
a = 


Incidents of the Voyage From St. Louis 
to New Orleans—The Southern 
People—Rob Roy Canoe. 


Capt. Willard Glazier has just returned 


" to the city after his daring canoe trip down 


the Mississippi. A Post-DISPATCH reporter 
met him on the street yesterday as he 
was taking his after-dinner stroll. “‘When 
did you get back, Captain?’ was the first 
question asked, for the reporter had not 
heard that the navigator had returned to the 
city. 

“A few days ago,’’ was Capt. Glazier’s 


reply. 
opm on the docks, as it were. The fact 


ofthe matter is, I needed considerable rest 
after this last tri , and in addition to this, I 
had a considerable amount of writing to do 
and I thought the best plan was to rest and 
write quietly.” 

After some furthertalk the reporter ac- 
cepted an invitation to walk around to the 
Captain’s temporary residence on Olive 
street, when the conversation naturally 
drifted tewards the Captain’s last voyage. 

“*T’m glad I madethe trip for numerous 
reasons,’’ said Capt. Glazier, “‘*butasI now 
look at it that part of the journey from St. 
Louis south to the gulf was the most inter- 
esting tome. You will remember that I de- 
events of my journey 
from thetwo sources of the Mississippi to 
St. Louis inthe PostT-DISPATCH a couple 
of months ago. I thought then that e 
magnificent scenerv on the upperriver, and 
especially above La Crosse, would be the 
special feature of the trip, but I was .mis- 
taken.’’ 

“In what way?” 

**Well, I had more novel experiences and 
more surprises than lever expected to meet 
with. Everybody knows that I have always 
been a Northern manin the strongest sense 
of the term, and I want everybody to 
know that my rincipal object 
in taking this rip was to 
study the people. My observations were 
»oth novel and interesting. I never founda 
more hospitable people, andthe planters of 
Louisiana will be remembered by 
me as long as I live. 
inspected the rice plantations, walked 
through the cotton fields, looked on the 
orange groves, and saw everything that it 
was possible to see under the circumstances; 
but the unbounded hospitality of 
every man I met was to me 80 
much the stranger as I had been hardly pre- 
pared to expect it. I met men whom I 
fought against, I met men who have written 
bovks diame'rically opposite to mine, but 
they ail received me most cordially.” 

‘*You had a gala time at New Orleans?”’ 

**Yes. I met there the old guard of the 
Louisiana Tigers. I saw Rev. B. M. Palmer, 

astor of the First Presbyterian Church, of 

‘ew Orleans, who preached the farewell ser- 

mon to the Tigers when they left for the 

field. Rev. Dr. Palmer received me 

most kindly, and as for the _ “Tigers, 
they could not do too much forme. I vis- 
ited, by invitation, the headquarters of the 

battalion of Washington Artillery. The 
members showed me the old battle flags - 


‘which they had placed religiously awsy, 


but they pointed to the stars and gtripes 
and declared that they were extremély glad 
to meet a Northern man and to show bim 
.ertained thatgentiment. I went 
down to South Pass on any trip, and when I 
had reached theemd of my journey I was 
taken back to New Orleans in royal 
style. My canoes and _. other ef- 
fects were expressed back to New Orleans, 
and during ~! stay there nobody allowed me 
to speak of bills or expenses. I attended po- 
litica) meetings, heard Lamar speak 
at Natchez, and in fact had a royal time, and 
{ came back a convert.’’ 

tated long a time did the whole trip occu- 
One hundred and thirty-eight days. It 
took me thirty-five days to reach South Pass 
after I left St. Louis. I left Lake Glazier, 
the true source oftheriver, on the 22d of 
July, and completed my trip onthe 15th of 
November.”’ 

**How many miles did you travel?’’ 

“Between 3,000 and 8,500 miles. No man 
van tell you the exact length of the 
‘iver, andthatisas near as I can come to 

”” 

Capt. Glazier has his room ornamented with 
numerous souvenius of his journey. Among 
the most interesting isarichly beaded and 
handsomely worked tobacco ouch. 
This was the gift of the Indian 
Chief‘ Fiat Mouth which the 
Captain received at Leech Lake, Flat 
Mouth stating that it was the work of his 
seventeenth and youngestsquaw. He also 
uasa choice collection of moccasins, Indian 
napkin rings, bows and arrows and hundreds 
of other Indian trophies. The Captain 
has telegraphed for his Rob Roy canoe, in 
which he made part of his voyage, and it 
will arrive in St.. Louis in acouple of days. 
When he wasin New Orieans he presented 
his Rushton canoe to the 
Academy of Science. The gift 
was received with flattering resolutions. He 
intends to donate bis birch canoe at St. Paul. 
He is preparing to lecture at Mercantile Libra- 
ry Hall on the evening of January 14, his sub- 
lect being **The Pioneers of the Mississippi.”’ 
As an incident of the occasion, he will pre- 
sent his third canoe to the Historical Society. 
lhe Rob Roy is fourteen feet long, twenty- 
three inches beam, decked over and tipped 
with metal. It is beautifully finished, 
and looks very frail, but the 
Captain says it .weathered a 
terrible storm on Lake Pepin, which is 
ingorsement enough for its strength.

BANK DIRECTORS. 


How the Shrewd Cashier Manages to 
Delude Them. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincianati Enquirer. 

The disclosures in a number of banks re- 
cently shows what a set of frauds are put 
into the Boards of Directors by the keen and 
subtle Presidents who operate the banks. 
The directors, in a good many ‘cases, have 
from $2 to}$5 put on their plates as lunch 
when they have a director’s meeting once or 
twice a week, Thatis about all most of them 
care for. They don’t know anything about 
the clerks in the banks, never inquire wheth- 
er their salaries are sufficient to keep them 
honest, and in some cases it would appear 
that the synonym for a bank director was an 
ola dotard of youthful imbecility. 
The clerks in the banks hardly 
ever get as much as $2,000 a year, 
though $100,000 a day passes through their 
hands. Bank meetings are composed of about 
five directors in general, that making a 
quorum where there are nine directors. 
They are aptto be from sixty to seventy 
vears of ageeach. The cashier reads his 
weekly statement of the loans, discounts,de- 
posits, and cash and stuff on hand. The old 
directors pass it to one another, peer 
over it, sniffle over it, sleep overit, grumble, 
feel of the coin they just put in their pack- 
ets, and perhaps one old, keen man, who 
has areputation for executive brightness, 
will object to some discount, saying, for in- 
stance, “*‘Smith gets too much. You had 
better overhaul Smitn after this.” Theg 
never count the cash and check tbe securi- 
ties off, as they ought todo. Once a month 
the Government Inspector comes in, but he 
isa keen cuss, and generailvy sends word 
ahead to be ready for him and have 
his plate and _ piece of coin kept 
warm. They have a gilt-edged paper 
prepared for him, and generally send him to 
the theater and make it comfortable for him.

The figures from the Vanderbilt railroads 
for the past year will bear turningover a mbo- 
ment. The main stem from New York to 
Buffalo took nearly $7,000,000 for carrying 
passengers for the year ending September 
30th. Attwocentsa mile, which ts the limi;

sents a great population hauled. It showed 
an increase in money of about $350,000 from 
passengers over the previous year. The 
road earned from freights nearly $21,000,000, 
a loss of nearly $1,500,000. The total earn- 
ings of this property for the year are nearly 
$33,000,000, und it has been sometimes said, 
though I think extravaygantiy, that $30,000,- 
000 would build the New York Centra! Raii- 
road, the right of way into cities, depot sites, 
etc., omitted. I have no doubt the Centra! 
Railroad could be sold for $60,000,000, or 
double the year’s business. The net profits 
of the road werejunder #8,000,000, instead of 
$10,500,000 as the year before, sbowing tbat 
that the road is worth $60,000,000 and about 
14 per cert in spite of the railroad war. As 
we all know, the stock has been watered up 
s0 thatit pays about 8 per cent. 

You can see whatit has cost Vanderbilt to 
go into the railroad war when you Observe 
that he put away as asurplus after paying 
his dividend this year only $750,000 instead 
of about $3,500,000 last year. Yet the road 
bought during the year about five bundred 
cars, forty-four locomotives and nine thou- 
sand tons of steel. 

It appears that a passenger train makes 
forty-seven cents amile and a freight train 
the same. Let us compute this alittle fur- 
ther. The average train to Albany, carrying 
freight or passengers, makeé only about $75 
clear of expenses.

NAPOLEON’S HOME. 


The House at Ajaccio Where He Was 
orn. 
Geo. Augustus Sala in the London Telegraph. 


1 see him, in my mind’seye, all over Ajac- 
cio. I meet him on the Cours Grandval, on 
the Boulevard Lantivy, on the Boulevard du 
Roi Jerome,in the Rue du Cardinal Fesch. 

«eNow I meet him as «a mere chil sallow, del- 
icate, andigwith great wistful gray eyes, his 
long dark-brown locks curling hke the youn 
tendrils of the vine about his temples, aad 
falling over the broad frill of his shirt co!lar. 
I wonder whether he ever scampered about 
the dusty and then unpaved streets of Ajac- 
cio barefooted. I am quite aware that 
there has been traditionally preserved a 
scrup of a ballad sung by his school 
companions, in which he is ridiculed as ‘‘a 
mezza Caizetta,’”’ and accused of having in 
that ungartered condition paid court to one 
Giacominetta, and the inattention he dis- 
piayed with regard to his stockings rather 
favors the inference that at an earlier stage 
of his nonage he had dispensed with stock- 
ings altogether. Madame Letizia had a very 
numerous family, and it may have been some- 
times a matter of some difficulty to provide 
hose and shoes for all the litte feet—the feet 
whieh were afterwards toclimb the steps of 
thrones. But from the possibly barefooted 
little Napoleon my thoughts wandered back- 
ward in his strange life history. It was in 
August of the year 1769. It wasthe feast of 
the Assumption of the Virgin, and, sprawl- 
ing and feebly wailing on a piece of antique 
tapestry woven with some dimly pictured 
story of the [had, there arose before me the 
Vision of a naked rew-born babe. I would 
delay no longer, Ithought. Imust see the 
house where he was born. 

Like a greedy chi!d who bas put aside on 
the corner of his plate the sweetest and most 
tooth+ome morsel of his portion of pudding, 
and keeps until the last, but opening trenches 
With his spoon around it, and, although 
trembling with desire, deferring and sti!] de- 
ferring the final storming of the sugary cita- 
del, so for days I had lingered and lJoitered 
round a certain house in St. Charles street, 
Ajaccio, still repeating to myself thatit should 
be for to-morrow, positively for to- 
morrow, and still postponing the 
doing of that which in reality I had come 
to Ajaccio to do. The Rue St. Charles is one 
ofthe narrowestinthetown. If the muni- 
cipality were to adoptasystem of Italian 
instead of French street nomenclature, 
the thoroughfare erst inhabited by 
Carlo Buonapirte and his familv could 
scarcely be qualified as more than a “‘vicolo.”’ 
Itis certain!v not broader than the narrow- 
e-t part of Hanway street. Opposite the 
house, which is a great square block of plain 
masonry, I know not how many stories hizh, 
ou the other side of the “‘vicolo,” is a tiny 
quadrangular expanse, called the Place Leti- 
zit. Itis one mass of flowers and shrubs, 
which make the air heavy with their de- 
licious fragrance. Ona slabof gray marble 
over the central door ofthe houseis an in-

scription in French, reciting that here, on 
Aucust 15, 1769, was born Napoleon Bona- 
part. The door was closed. but there was 
noneedto knock. A charming old lady, 
with hair like white silk floss, neatly braided 
and prying from beneath her biack 
Corsican co'f, emerged from a little doorin 
the wal! of the Piace Letizia, and bade me 
wait **un momentino,’’ andshe would fetch 
the keys. Erelongsbe came back, opened 
the heavily timbered door, and preceded me 
up a very short flight of stairs torooms form- 
eriy occupied bv the advocate of the Royal 
Court. I took notes, but unless I err she 
conducted me through nine different apart- 
meuts. Onewas the ball-room; the old mir- 
rors,with their faded zilt frames and sconces, 
and the once bravely-flowered, but now dim 
and ghost-like paper on the walls yet remain- 
lig. It was formerly the _ practice of 
politicians and publicists who called 
Napoleon the ‘**Corsican Ogre” and 
the “Jacobin U-urper,’’ to assert that Carlo 
Buonaparte was a poverty-stricken and pet- 
ti-fogging attorney at Ajiccio, and that it 
was only through the disgraceful fact that 
Midame Buonaparte had been the mistress 
ofthe Count de Marbzuf, the French Gov- 
ernor of Corsica, thatthrough his influence 
the young Napoleon obtained admission asa 
foundationer to the military school at 
Brienne. IT have read the statement, made 
with charming naivete, that “the was the 
son of a base-born pauper, and was brought 
up at a charity echool.’’ The majority of 
these lies were invented by Bourbon- 
jst pamphleteers, refugees in  Lon- 
don of the type of Pehier, whom Ers- 
Line defenard when Napoleon prosecuted in 
the English courts for libel. But if petti- 
fogging was the business of Carlo Buona- 
Darie, it must have been a very profitable 
vusiness inthe Ajaccio of the time, seeing 
that he occupied a large mansion which had 
even the luxury of a ball-room attached to 
it. In reality, in addition to his profession 
as a lawyer, Carlo Buonaparte was a con- 
‘iderable tanded proprietor and _  vine- 
grower. Touching bis social position in 
the Ajaccio community, it is sufficient 
to remark that in a recently published 
tract entitled ‘*La Verite sur l’Origine pe 
nos Benaparte’? M. Caraffa, the curator of 
the public library of Bastia, bas proved from 
indisputable documentary authority that in 
the year 1759 the Bonaparte family made 
good their claim to rank as nebles, and that 
in 1771 the Superior Councii of the isiand, 
on the petition of Luciano and Carlo Bouna- 
parte, confirmed this claim, and declared the 
father and brother of Napoleon to be ‘‘nobles 
of a nobility proved extending over 200 
years,’’

AN ENGLISH BORGIA. 


The Mysterious Poisening of a Rich 
Sheffield Man. 
London Correspondence New York Times. 


There died a few days ago at Sheffield un- 
der mysterious circumstances an artist and 
etcher on silver plate named Thomas Skin- 
ner. He was 65 years of age,a man much 
respected, and of considerable repute. Mr. 
Skinner made a sensation in the electro-plate 
trade of Sheffieid and Birmingham five and 
thirty years ago by an invention whereby he 
transferred to silver and electro-plated giods 
or amental designs which previously had te 
be engraved. It was the discovery of etch- 
ing by acids. He was in business at this 
time on his own account, and he utilized his 
invention without first taking the precau- 
tion of sha eg it under the pat- 
ent laws. Probably he knew what a wretched 
system his countrymen dignified with the 
title “‘patent laws,’”’ and decided to avoid the 
meshes of this legal web. It might bave bven 
better, however, had he trusted to the so- 
called **protection’”’ of the law. One way or 
another an invention in England is doomed 
to trouble. Skinner’s discovery was pirated, 
and he prosecuted his nefarious rival. Little 
good came of the action, and he finaily, 
through trade worries, left Sheffield and went 
to the United States. He remained 
America some years, and returned with a 
fortune. A married map, he had no chil- 
dren, and it would seem that he lived apart 
from his wife orthat he was a widower. My 
information is not quite clear on this poin:. 
At all events, he had resided alone, bis hou-e 


some years past he had devoted most of his 
time to oil painting. His work was noted for 
a tine sense of color and careful artistic 
treatment.

It 
now turns out that Miss Dover 
had purchased laudanum and chilo- 
roform, stating that they were required 
for toothache, and that 4 few 
days beforethe attack which ended in Skin- 
ner’s death she had purchased arsenic. In 
both cases the poisons were purchased inthe 
usual way; she made a statement as to the 
use they were to be put to (the arsenic being 
required for making artificial flowers), anu 
obtained,in addition to her own siguature, 
that ofa respectable householder. The sale 
of poisons of late years in Engiand has been 
hedged about by strict rules and regulations. 
Miss Dover is still sick, but not through poi- 
soning. Sheis under the surveillance of the 
police, though she has not yet been arrested. 
As evidence against her, it is stated that a 
portion of the fow!l—‘tthe giblets’’—were 
cooked and eaten by the  poulter- 
er without any injury; 
bird was cooked and 
by her, and thatit killed her master. On 
the other hand, she may be able to yzive 
sound reasons for her possession of arsenic, 
of which it is believed he died. The inquest 
has not yet been heid, but experts are in pos- 
ssesion of the stomach and ihtestines of the 
body. At present no motive can be assigned 
which might induce Mis: Dover to commit 
the crime of which sheis suspected. It is 
said that Skinner continually showed great 
anxiety as to his property and how he should 
distribute it at his death. His will may pos- 
sibly throw some light on the mystery, which 
ia the one tovic of conversation just now in 
Sheflield.

The Magtacer ot the Jeannzetie, Who 
Was 


ourned as Dead. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

This will bea happy Christmas for the wife 
and childrenf Chief Engineer George W. 
Melville, of the Arctic exploration yacht 
Jeannette, who was in command of the 
whale-boat which first landed safe, Septem- 
ber 29, at tbe mouth of the river Leua, off 
Siberia, and brought the news of the loss of 
the yacht. Mrs. Melville, with her three lit- 
tle girls, each a bionde, frank-faced portrait 
of the father, is living in a pretty little cot- 
tage at Sharon Hil!, a few miles from the 
city,on the Philauelpeia, Wilmington and 
Baitimore Railroad, where fer over a year 
she has mourned her husband as dead. Mrs. 
Melville is a lady past 380, with the appear- 
ance and manners of an old society which is 
fast disappearing. She wears her hair yet in 
the old-fashioned style of high puffs and rolls 
at each side above the forehead, and has oth- 
er charming oddities becoming the wife of 
a&remarkabie man. She is a daughter of 
Judge Waldron, of Buffalo, N. Y., who for 
upward of forty-five years occupied the 
bench. When her husband was chosen out 


to go with the Tigress in search of the Polar- 
is she suffered great anxiety, but he calmed 
her by telling her it was his duty and holding 
out the possibilities of honor and advance- 
ment it might bring. 

One night in April, 1879, soon afterthe 
youngest child was born, Lieut.

Yhe Missing Link. 
From a Philade!iphia Special. 

Prof. E. D. Cope, of this city, has secured 
the skull of an extinct monkey which seems 
to fulfill in aremarkable degree the condi- 
tion of the missing link between man and 
the lower animals. Itis not largerthan the 
skull of a small! ground-squirrel, and belongs 
to a species of marmoset.. It was found in 
the valley of the Big Horn River, Wvyoming 
Territory. The Professor says: ‘‘ihis 
skull is remarkbly similar—in minature, of 
course—to the human skuli. The brain 
| space is remarkably large, and is, in fact, 
several times larger than the brain space of 
any of the skeletons of animals of the same 
period oftime. The characteristics of the 
formation of the human skull are clearly de- 
fined—so cleariy asto be remarkable. The 
teeth are simostthe same as human teeth, 
while the jaw bas many strong points of 
similiarity. I consider this skull as the 
earliest indication «f the existence of man. 
Itisa new species of a famiiar class, and 
has hitherto been unknown to scientists. 
The connection between man and this ani- 
ma', itseems tome, must have been very 
close, a'though, of course, nine men out of 
every ten would raise a dispute. No animal 
at that time except this peculiar species has 
a head like that of the human being, and the 
brain space, contrasted with the brain space 
of other anima's, or even of the monkevs of 
to-day, shows avast superiority of intelli- 
gence.”

Greer & Co., has just returned from a trip 
through Central and Western Missouri. The 
condition of the wheat inthe section he was 
through he says was most excellent and 
gives promise of asplendid and abundant 
barvest. And no fears are entertained of 
any damage to the plant by severe 
weather, upiess With very severe continued 
coid, several degrees below zero. The root 
has taken a strong hold, and the plant itself 
presents a healthy appearance, besides cov- 
eriog the ground so well that with an ordi- 
nary winter ail the ground wouid be kept 
moist that is thus covered. There is no 
more wheat or corn to come outof the 
State this season. Corn is especial- 
ly scarce, and at every station 
along the line of the Mis-ouri Pacific road 
they are buying corn for feed, taking from 
ove to eigbt and ten car-loads a day, accord- 
ing tothe size of the place. For most of this 
corn they are drawing on Atchison and St. 
Joe, Where they pay 958 and 60 cents per 
bushel, free on board the cars. These towns 
are supplied from Northern Kansas and 
Southern Nebraska. . 

According to Secretary Morgan’s report 
for 1880 the receipts of corn in this market 
for that year were 22,298,977 bushels. Of this 
there was brought here:

What Mr. T. P. O’Connor Thinks 
About Coercion. 


Home Ruale a Matter of Four Year’s 
Time.

“Yes? said he, 
in answer toa question, ‘‘the first I heard of 
Parnell’s arrest Was whenthe mail tender 
came to the vessel’s side in New.

“And what do you think of the pros- 
pects?’’ lj 
‘‘T think that we have nothing to fear from 
the present condition of affairs in Ireland.

There are 
between three and four bundred thousand 
tenants who are obeying the no-rent mani- 
festo, and they are sufficient todo the work 
themselves. You must not imagine that this 
isa Communistic movement at all; these 
people will pay their rent inst as soon as the 
suspects are released. And one result of the 
new rule is to put landlord and tenant upon 

the same platform.” 

‘Stlow ?”? 

‘By making the landlord as anxious as the 
tenant is for the Government to assume the 
land, and sell it to the tenants on 
longtime. The urgent need in 
lrelandin for peasant proprietorsh'p of the 
soil, and [think we are moving rapidly im 
that direction. It is an accomplished fact in 
Germany already.” 

‘*And what will be done when Parliament 
meets ??’ ¢ 

‘*The only justification which the Govern- 
ment can bring for its action would be sue- 
cess, and success is very far from them. 
When Parliament opens the Goverument 
will have to come forward with 
Ireland ie a more distracted condition than 
it has been for years.’’ 

‘*And then?’ 

‘‘Tt remains to be seen how this conditipn 
of affairs will strike the dargerous elements 
opposed to the Liberals in Parliament. Our 
hopeisin an early general election. We 
could return sixty-five or seventy members 
as thipgs are now. We would then hold ihe 
balance of power, and it would remain to be 
seen what we could do. You miust un er- 
stund that the Liberal Government has lost 
a great deal of its power in the last year. !

A peculiarly distressing case was reported 
vesteiday of a young lady, aged 18, of good 
family, who left Long Branch early in the 
week to visit friends in this city and pur- 
chase Christmas gifts. She went to a fash- 
iopable boarding-house in West Fifteenth 
stree', and an eruptionappearing on Thurs- 
day morning, a physician sent for Dr. Tay-

distinct, and she at once asked 
to be sent to the Small-pox Ios- 
pitai. Her behavior under the try- 
ing circumstances was admirable, and in 
<triking contrast to that of ignorant people 
who have such ahorror of the institution 
that they abscond and carry the scourge into 
places that, but for their selfish cowardice, 
would be free from the disease. Dr. Taylor 
said vesterday that while small-pox in New 
York was not alarmingly prevalent—up to 
last night onivy about fifteen cases had been 
reported since Saturday last—other cities 
were scourged by it, and the disease wouid 
be general and hard tostamp out in suburvan 
listricts. Every other day 1,000 vaccine points 
are sent to Rochester. Alii over New Jersey 
the disease tsraging, and’ “‘points” are sent 
to many placesin the State, and there is an 
increasing demand for **points’’ from Michi- 
van, Ohio, Peunsyivania, Kentucky and Lili- 
nois. The statistics of the Health Depart- 
ment showthatin 1877 there were 5vU cases 
of small-pox in New York, no cases in 1875, 
G> cases in 187%, 67 cases in 1880 and from 
January 1to December 23, 1581 1,286 cases. 
There was nota single case reported from 
Auvust, T&77, to Maren, 1879. a period of 20 
months The present epidemic, or rather 
the epiduemie of this Spring and Autumn, Dr. 
Tavlor says, is to be ascribed mainly to im-

Kittie Still Sticks to the Truth of her 
Confession—A Talk With Her.

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KITTIE MULCAHY. 

“Now I have told the truth about that 
Killing. I fired the shot and threw away the 
pistol. I don’t know the name ofthe man 
that gave itto‘me, and what more do you 
want me tosay?’? The speaker was Kittie 
Mulcahy, the heroine of the Lucas Place 
tragedy. She pressed her face out between 
tbe bars of a cell in Central District cala- 
boose and now and then withdrew 
to take a puff of a _ cigarette 
from & package kindly given her 


by acharitable reporter. Kittie is eighteen 
years of age, of medium height and stout 
build. A thick growth of jet black curly 
hair, trimmed short, forms the background 
of a face not by any means pretty, but one 
rendered pleasing by a childlike smile that 
every now and then breaks over her features. 
Her nose is decidedly ‘‘pug,’’ her mouth of 
a reasonable size and hereyes black. Her 
face is well rounded with two red 
cheeks, eprinklea with freckles. 
Since her incarceration she has 
received company in a wine-colored merino 
dress trimmed with satin. The outtit evi- 
dently has seen better days than those elaps- 
ing now. Kittie is shy in ber present quar- 
ters, but ordinarily bas suflicient self-confi- 
dence to get through a crowded street. She 
Saysshe is ready toreform and go back to 
her home at Moberly, Mo, as soon as she gets 
out of her present trouble. A week ago 
to-day the police and reporters started 
out to unravel the mystery of the 
murder,and the secret is just as near out now 
as it was then. The case is as follows: 
Shortly before midnight on Sunday, the 14th 
inst., a pistol shot was heard at Seventeenth 
and Lucas Piace. Mr. Charles Turner, who 
stood on the steps uf his residence, saw a 
man run from the Second Presbyterian 
Church steps at the corner a few sec- 
onds before the flash. Just after it 
fcllowed a groan, and a woman fran 
diagonally across the street, taking up 
with the man. Fred Tonkin, a horse-clip- 
per, was found onthe terrace with a fatal 
wound in the abdomen. He gave satisfactory 
or reasonable account of the shooting, and 
was shortly transferred to the City Hospital 
by way of the D:spensary. Atia.m. a week 
aco to-day he died without making a state- 
ment of tne fatal affair. Herethe work of 
unveiling the mystery’ began. Lou 
Allen informed the police that 
Kittie Mulcahy, one of wher girls, 
knew aliabout the murder. Kittie and Biliy 
Scharlow, her fellow, were arrested. Both 
were discharged by the verdict of the Coro- 
ner’sjury Billy was surrendered by his 
bondsman on a previous charge of assaultto 
kill, and Kittie was taken back to the hold- 
over to await developments. She 
bas confessed the crime. She says she 
met the deceased and refused his «ffer of a 
cap and $2, and he cursed her. She met an- 
other man and with ‘him repaired to 
the cburch steps, whither Ton- 
kin followed and surprised them 

Her escort, she says, banded her a 
revolver and said, “‘Give it to bim,’’ and then 
ran himself. She fired and threw the pistol! 
at Tonkin and tben ran away. The police 
and. repertorial investigation revealed the 
fact that Kittie and her feliow had been inthe 
vicinity earlyin the evening aud the. had 
come down town and separated, each pre- 
tending to go home. Kittie dia not go to Lou 
Allen’s,but went back to Lucas P ace. Biliy’s 
actions are not known. This isail the prog- 
ress that has »een made. Kittie is still 
locked up at the Four Courts.
